The  absolute  majority  of  Korean  people  have  pro- Ame r i car. 
sentiments.  The  attitudes  of  Korean  elite  groups  and 
intellectuals  toward  the  U.S.  is  not  necessarily  alvavs 
affectionate,  but  generally  so.  Temporarily,  there  is  an 
increase  of  critical  feeling. 

In  their  attitude  toward  the  U.S,,  KoreaTs  elite  and 
intellectual  groups  may  be  classified  into  the  following 
four  types;  the  first  group  consists  of  people  who  always 
support  the  U.S.  and  think  that  announcements  of  the  U.S.- 
government  and  the  American  press  is  always  right.  These 
are  the  people  who  believe  that  the  destiny  of  Korea  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  U.S.  They  may  be  those  who  have  received, 
or  are  receiving,  benefits  from  the  U.S..  privately  or 
publicly. 

A  considerable  segment  of  this  group  consists  of  people 
who  support  and  defend  the  U.S.  as  if  they  were  taking  out  an 
insurance  policy.  They  are  the  men  who  believe  that  if  and 
when  an  incident  like  the  Vietnam  debacle  occurs  in  Korea, 
the  evacuating  American  army  helicopters  might  at  least  give 
them  a  lift. 

Second,  there  is  a  group  of  people  who  always  dislike 
the  U.S.  no  matter  what  the  U.S.  does  for  Korea.  They  believe 

that  the  U.S.  was  the  cause  of  all  kinds  of  tragedies 
suffered  by  our  nation,  including  the  division  of  our  land. 

They  never  vary  their  opposition  to  the  U.S.,  regardless 
of  overtures  by  the  U.S.  Embassy.  They  are  people  with  many 
backgrounds,  or  have  connections  with  various  radical 
ideologies . 
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Third,  the  moderate  nationalist  force  may  be  counted 
as  another  group.  Usually,  they  are  pro-American,  but  become 
critical  when  the  U.S.  interferes  in  internal  affairs  of 
Korea  or  takes  selfish  actions  against  Korea.  They  are  well 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  U.S.  has  provided  important 
assistance .  to  Korea  for  national  security  and  lots  of  heir* 
ror  elevating .Korea's  international  position.  At  the  same 
time,  they  tnink  that  the  ties  of  Korean-American  cooperation 
do  not  profit  Korea  alone,  but  are  to  the  advantage  of  the 
U. S . ,  as  well .  ° 

Therefore,  when  the  U.S.  government  or  the  American 
press  thinks  that  Korean-American  cooperation  exists  purely 
for  the  interests  of  Korea,  and  when  the  U.S.  tries  to 
behave  as  a  big  brother"  in  regard  to  internal  affairs  of 
Korea,  they  develop  critical  feelings  because  of  their 
national  pride.

PARTIES  URGED  TO  SAFEGUARD  PEOPLE'S  BASIC  RIGHTS

[Editorial:  "Task  for  Constitutional  Change"] 

[Text]  The  government  and  the  ruling  Democratic  Justice  Party  are  bracing 
themselves  up  in  preparations  for  discussing  the  issue  of  constitutional 
amendment,  apparently  to  preempt  the  major  opposition  New  Korea  Democratic 
Party  which  has  thus  far  strenuously  campaigned  for  the  rewriting  of  the 
basic  law  to  restore  direct  presidential  election. 

The  government  announced  the  formation  of  a  40-member  presidential  committee 
to  conduct  research  of  constitutional  systems  Thursday.  At  the  same  time, 
the  ruling  party  held  the  inaugural  meeting  of  its  own  constitution 
committee  with  a  bid  to  submit  its  version  for  constitutional  revision  to 
the  National  Assembly's  regular  session  due  to  open  in  September. 

With  these  moves,  the  government  camp  has  made  clear  its  posture  to  realize 
a  constitutional  amendment  as  early  as  possible,  during  the  tenure  of  the 
incumbent  president,  thereby  removing  a  major  obstacle  in  the  pursuit  of 
agreement  with  the  opposition  camp  over  the  timing  of  changing  the  basic 
law. 

There  is  only  about  one  and  half  years  left  to  amend  the  constitution  before 
President  Chon  Tu-hwan's  7-year  term  expires  in  Feburary  1988. 

Accordingly,  the  overriding  and  most  urgent  task  for  the  rival  political 
forces  to  seek  constitutional  revision  and  break  through  the  protracted 
political  impasse  is  to  sit  down  at  the  conference  table  for  a  candid 
dialgoue  in  seeking  a  "grand  compromise"  over  the  knotty  constitutional 
problem. 

The  debate  on  the  constitutional  change  is  expected  to  be  focused  on  the 
form  of  government  and  its  power  structure  and  thus  the  means  for  electing 
the  nation's  future  presidents  --  by  direct  popular  voting  or  indirect 
voting. 

But  then,  there  is  another  crucial  question  concerning  democratization: 

That  is,  the  formula  of  guaranteeing  the  people's  basic  rights  including 
freedom  of  speech,  press  and  association. 
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Noteworthy  in  this  regard  was. a  recent  statement  by  Stephen  Carninal  Kim 
Su-hwan,  who  noted  that  the  guaranteeing  of  free  press  and  speech  is  more 
important  than  constitutional  change  in  the  realization  of  democracy. 

To  this  end,  in  the  course  of  rewriting  the  Constitution,  due  efforts  should 
also  be  made  to  safeguard  and  enhance  those  basic  rights  of  the  people  by 
devising  appropriate  provisions  in  the  basic  law.

DJP  OFFICIAL  DISCUSSES  LIBERALIZATION,  DEMOCRATIZATION

[Text]  Tokyo,  14  May  KYODO  —  A  high  official  of  South  Korea's  ruling  party 
said  here  Wednesday  political  stability  is  a  prerequisite  for  continuing 
liberalization  and  democratization  of  his  country. 

Yi  Chong-yul,  deputy  chiarman  of  the  Democratic  Justice  Party's  policy 
committee,  made  the  comment  while  giving  a  speech  on  political  developments 
in  South  Korea  at  the  Foreign  Correspondents'  Club  of  Japan  in  Tokyo. 

Giving  his  view  of  the  current  political  situation  in  South  Korea,  Yi  noted 
liberalization  trends  taking  place  in  the  country,  and  enumerated  the  major 
tasks  his  party  plans  to  accomplish. 

Yi  sees  the  current  political  situation  in  South  Korea  as  being  in  a  state 
of  "dynamic  stability,"  since,  in  his  words,  "elements  of  change  and  growth 
have  been  gradually  accommodated." 

He  went  on  to  say  that  "the  trend  of  liberalization  is  now  under  way  in 
almost  every  realm  of  Korean  society,"  and  pointed  out  that  restrictions 
placed  on  the  people  by  the  government  of  assassinated  President  Pak 
Chong-hui  —  such  as  a  midnight  curfew,  restrictions  on  overseas  travel, 
and  a  police  presence  on  college  campuses  —  have  been  removed. 

Looking  to  the  future,  Yi  said  "the  next  few  years  will  be  another  period 
of  great  transition,  and  reiterated  the  South  Korean  Government's  viewpoint 
that  three  difficult  tasks  have  to  be  accomplished  — —  the  peaceful  transfer 
of  power  in  1988,  the  successful  completion  of  the  1988  Seoul  Olympics,  and 
continued  economic  growth  and  stability. 

During  the  question  and  answer  period,  Yi  defended  South  Korea's  current 
indirect  presidential  election  system  by  pointing  out  that  during  the  years 
when  there  were  direct  presidential  elections,  the  government  party 
consistently  won  them,  and  the  losing  candidates,  including  leading  dissident 
Kim  Tae-chung,  refused  to  accept  the  results. 
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However,  he  said  President  Chon  Tu-hwan  has  told  the  leaders  of  the  three 
major  parties  he  would  not  be  opposed  to  a  revision  of  South  Korea’s 
constitution,  "if  the  government  and  opposition  parties  reach  an  agreement 
on  the  issue  at  the  national  assembly . " 

On  the  subject  of  anti-American  student  radicalism,  Yi  revealed  for  the 
first  time  that  the  student  radicals  who  occupied  his  party’s  headquarters 
wrote  many  anti-American  slogans  on  the  walls  of  the  building. 

However,  Yi  said  he  does  not  see  student  radicalism  as  a  threat,  since  he 
believes  their  behavior  will  eventually  isolate  them  from  the  rest  of  Korean 
society.

IMPORTANCE  OF  FREEDOM  OF  PRESS  EMPHASIZED

[Text]  One  lively  topic  in  our  community  these  days  is  related  to  the  vital 
need  for  a  free  flow  of  information  or  freedom  of  the  press  in  conjunction 
with  the  mounting  concern  about  the  nation's  democratization. 

Since  last  month,  there  has  been  a  lingering  question  over  what  was  alleged 
a  "biased  and  unfair"  news  presentation  by  the  state-run  Korean  Broadcasting 
System,  highlighting  sporadic  yet  persistent  civic  moves  against  paying 
subscription  fees  to  the  nationwide  television  network  —  a  situation  that 
promoted  the  government  and  the  ruling  party  to  be  engaged  in  mapping  out 
remedial  steps. 

In  this  connection,  the  opposition  party  recently  came  up  with  a  position 
paper  on  the  restoration  of  freedom  of  the  press,  calling  for,  among  other 
points,  the  repeal  of  the  existing  basic  press  law,  the  revival  of  private- 
run  broadcasting  stations  and  the  stationing  of  news  correspondents  of  daily 
newspapers  at  provincial  areas,  which  has  been  banned  for  the  past  5  years 
or  so. 

Then,  a  prominent  religious  leader  made  a  resounding  statement  last  week 
underscoring  the  crucial  role  of  the  basic,  press,  which  he  said  is  more 
important  than  constitutional  amendment  itself  in  pursuit  of  democratization 
and  is  a  prerequisite  to  other  civil  liberties,  including  freedom  of 
religion. 

His  remarks  were  essentially  referring  to  the  widely  known  fundamentals 
of  democracy.  Yet,  the  statement  has  given  rise  to  a  renewed  debate  — 
this  time,  more  or  less  in  public  —  on  the  need  for  a  free  press,  reflecting 
our  realities  which  are  undeniably  short  of  fully  meeting  the  constitutional 
provision  on  freedom  of  the  press. 

It  may  be  presumed  that  the  Catholic  leader  was  pointing  to  the  vital  role 
of  free  press  in  mustering  public  wishes  and  insight  about  the  rewriting 
of  the  Constitution  and  thus  implementing  the  revised  basic  law,  once 
achieved,  with  little  friction. 
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At  any  rate,  it  is  needless  to  elaborate  that  freedom  of  the  press  -is 
fundamental  and  crucial  in  enhancing  the  nation1 s  progress,  including 
political  development,  and  that  its  attributes  inherently  involve  a  free 
flow  of  information  and  opinion,  along  with  unbiased  and  truthful  reporting. 

Accordingly,  it  is  hoped  once  again  that  acute  efforts  be  made  to  better 
guarantee  freedom  of  the  press  and  other  basic  civil  rights  in  the  course 
of  undertaking  a  constitutional  amendment,  which  has  thus  far  been  focused 
on  the  form  of  the  governments  power  structure  and  means  of  presidential 
election.

CHON  INSTRUCTS  'BOLD'  DISPOSAL  OF  DECLINING  INDUSTRIES

[Text]  President  Chon  Tu-hwan  asked  the  economic  administration  in  a 
monthly  briefing  session  yesterday  to  boldly  dispose  of  declining  industries. 

The  president  was  referring  to  the  merger  and  sale  of  debt-ridden  business 
firms  currently  conducted  by  the  government. 

He  told  the  economic  officials  and  businessmen,  "All  gains  from  the  decline 
in  oil  prices  and  international  interest  rates  should  be  reinvested  to 
raise  the  quality  of  products,  rationalize  industrial  management  and 
improve  energy-using  facilities." 

The  economic  session  was  held  at  the  government  office  building  in  Kwachon, 
Kyonggi-do . 

"We  must  build  a  firm  foundation  for  the  self-reliant  growth  of  our 
economy,  taking  full  advantage  of  the  current  favorable  economic  situation," 
Chons  said. 

The  businesses  were  told  to  diversify  their  export  markets  and  increase 
the  import  substitution  of  spare  parts  and  capital  goods,  making  the  best 
use  of  the  current  surge  of  the  yen  against  the  U.S.  dollar  and  declining 
international  interest  rates. 

The  President  said  that  all  relevant  ministries  should  pool  their  efforts 
to  seek  continued  price  stability  in  the  face  of  the  currently  favorable 
external  circumstances. 

He  emphasized  that  any  cause  for  price  rise,  including  real  estate  speculation 
speculation,  must  be  eliminated  to  the  core,  under  any  circumstances. 

Chon  said  that  the  nation  should  achieve  the  modernization  of  the 
industrial  structure  and  technological  renovation  through  the  execution 
of  the  sixth  five-year  economic  development  program  starting  next  year. 

The  president  then  called  for  a  broad  participation  by  experts  from  all 
walks  of  life  in  carrying  out  the  sixth  development  plan.

CANADA'S  MULRONEY  DISCUSSES  TRADE  IMBALANCE,  SECURITY

[Text]  Seoul,  15  May  (YONHAP)  —  Canadian  Prime  Minister  Brian  Mulroney 
said  Thursday  concerted  efforts  should  be  made  to  rectify  the  trade  im¬ 
balance  between  Korea  and  Canada  and  to  battle  protectionism  world-wide. 

To  correct  the  trade  imbalance  favoring  Korea,  Mulroney  said,  Korea  should 
lower  the  tariff  rate  on  imported  lumber,  coal  and  agricultural  products 
such  as  wheat  and  alfalfa. 

Korea  exported  about  1.23  billion  U.S.  dollars  worth  of  commodities  to 
Canada  in  1985  and  imported  about  630  million  dollars  worth,  resulting 
in  a  trade  surplus  of  599  million  dollars. 

In  a  press  conference  at  the  Korea  press  center  here,  Mulroney  expressed 
the  hope  that  Korea  will  buy  another  Candu  nuclear  reactor  from  his  country. 

"If  Korea  imports  another  Candu  reactor  from  Canada,  it  will  be  the  best 
choice  for  the  nation  because  the  reactor  is  excellent  in  terms  of  safety 
and  credibility,"  he  said. 

Mulroney  also  said  he  told  Korean  President  Chon  Tu-hwan  that  he  hopes 
Korea  will  show  its  allies  progress  toward  democratization  through  the 
peaceful  transfer  of  power. 

The  Canadian  prime  minister  left  here  for  home  later  Wednesday,  winding 
up  his  4-day  official  visit  to  Korea..  Before  coming  here,  Mulroney 
visited  China  and  Japan,  where  he  attended  the  Tokyo  economic  summit  of 
the  leaders  of  the  seven  leading  Western  industrialized  countries. 

Regarding  the  security  situation  on  the  Korean  peninsula,  Mulroney  said, 
"Canada,  as  a  nation  that  dispatched  27,000  troops  to  Korea  during  the 
Korean  War,  well  perceives  that  the  stability  and  peace  on  the  pensinula 
is  linked  directly  with  the  world  peace." 

In  addition,  Mulroney  said  that  Canada  will  continuously  receive  immigrants, 
who  have  contributed  to  the  growth  and  wealth  of  Canada. 
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He  also  said  that  he  got  the  impression  while  in  Beijing  that  China  wants 
to  reduce  tensions  on  the  Korean  peninsula  and  to  normalize  relations 
with  neighboring  countries. 

While  in  Seoul,  the  Canadian  leader  met  with  President  Chon  Tu-hwan,  Prime 
Minister  No  Sin-yong  and  other  government  and  opposition  leaders,  and 
toured  the  truce  village  of  Panmunjom  dividing  south  and  north  Korea.

Democratic  Party  (NKDP)  sent  an  invitation  to  the  Japan  Socialist  Party 
(JSP)  Monday  for  a  visit  to  Seoul  for  talks  with  leaders  of  the  NKDP,  South 
Korea's  largest  opposition  force.  JSP  Chairman  Masashi  Ishibashi  and  eight 
other  members  have  planned  to  visit  Seoul  May  27-29.  But  it  remains  to 
be  seen  if  the  South  Korean  Embassy  in  Tokyo  will  issue  visas  to  the  JSP 
delegates  as  the  JSP  recognizes  North  Korea  but  not  South  Korea. 

Kim  Yong-sam,  an  NKDP  adviser,  invited  Ishibashi  to  visit  Seoul  during 
their  talks  in  Tokyo  last  October.  Government  sources  said  South  Korea 
will  accept  JSP  officials  if  they  are  invited  by  the  speaker  of  the 
National  Assembly.  Government  and  NKDP  officials  are  discussing  if  this 
is  possible,  the  sources  added.

MINISTER  URGES  AUSTRALIA  TO  LIFT  IMPORT  BARRIERS

[Text]  Seoul,  16  May  (YONHAP)  —  South  Korean  Trade  and  Industry  Minister 
Kum  Chin-ho  has  urged  Australia  to  lift  import  restrictions,  such  as 
anti-dumping  measures  and  tariff  quotas  on  Korean-made  products  to  correct 
chronic  trade  imbalance  favoring  Australia,  according  to  a  report  from 
Sydney  to  the  Korean  ministry  Friday. 

Kum  made  the  remarks  in  a  speech  to  some  200  Australian  business  leaders, 
who  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Australia-Korea  Business  Cooperation  Council 
in  Sydney,  the  report  said. 

In  the  speech,  the  minister  pointed  out,  Mthere  is  growing  talk  among 
Korean  businessmen  of  switching  our  import  sources  of  various  raw  materials 
from  Australia  to  other  countries.” 

Kum  noted  that  cumulative  deficit  in  Korea’s  trade  with  Australia  since 
1975  amounts  to  almost  5  billion  U.S.  dollars  worth,  adding  it  provokes 
considerable  criticism  from  his  country’s  media  and  business  circles. 

Noting  that  trade  barriers  imposed  by  Australia  are  especially  effective 
in  keeping  Korean-made  textiles,  radial  tires,  steel  products,  chemicals, 
automobiles,  electric  and*  electronic  products,  [as  received]  he  strongly 
called  on  Australia  to  take  steps  to  rectify  the  trade  imbalance. 

The  Korean  minister  embarked  on  his  12-day  trio  to  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  on  11  May  for  talks  on  promoting  bilateral  trade  with  his  counter¬ 
parts  in  the  two  countries.

[Text]  It  is  appropriate  that  government  authorities  have  recently  taken 
comprehensive  measures  to  positively  explore  the  European  market. 

Notable  in  the  latest  steps,  designed  to  promote  economic  ties  with  Europe, 
are  efforts  to  shift  the  import  sources  of  machinery  and  components  from 
Japan  to  Europe,  as  well  as  the  support  of  joint  ventures  with  European 
countries . 

Drawing  particular  attention  are  bids  to  dispatch  a  large-scale  trade 
mission  to  Europe  in  September  and  15  small-scale  business  delegations 
there  within  the  year. 

These  moves  to  advance  into  Europe  are  among  several  follow-up  steps 
related  to  President  Chon  Tu-  hwan's  recent  visit  to  four  European 
countries,  which  has  served  to  enhance  the  cooperative  climate  between 
Korea  and  the  European  nations. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  more  than  30  items  have  been  selected  to  diversify 
their  import  sources  from  Japan  to  Europe,  in  light  of  the  ever-growing 
trade  deficit  with  Japan. 

Indeed  alarming  is  the  fact  that  the  trade  deficit  with  Japan  last  month 
hit  a  record  monthly  high  of  $565  million,  bringing  the  total  deficit 
with  the  neighboring  country  during  the  first  four  months  of  this  year 
to  $1,661  million,  more  than  half  of  the  $3,017  million  registered  for 
the  whole  of  last  year,  in  the  wake  of  the  sustained  rally  of  the 
Japanese  yen  since  late  last  year. 

Another  encouraging  development  is  that  specific  European  partners  seeking 
joint  ventures  with  Korean  firms  have  emerged  with  plans  to  invest  in 
third  countries  in  the  sector  of  manufacturing  machinery  parts  and 
components  of  which  the  nation’s  imports  are  highly  dependent  on  Japan.

In  fact,  the  nation* s  trade  with  Europe  has  been  still  meager  in  volume, 
as  compared  with  our  trade  with  Japan  and  the  United  States.  In  addition, 
Korean  investments  thus  far  made  in  Europe,  numbering  a  little  more  than 
40  cases,  amount  to  only  $10  million,  with  most  cases  in  the  non¬ 
manufacturing  fields. 

On  the  other  hand,  European  investments  in  Korea  have  steadily  increased 
since  the  latter  1970s  in  manufacturing  industries,  including  steel  and 
nuclear  power  projects. 

We  should  reflect  on  ourselves  in  our  past  negligence  even  in  promoting 
the  exports  of  products  with  comparative  advantages  and  viability  to  Europe. 
It  is  also  regrettable  that  the  promotion  of  exports  to  Europe  and 
investments  there  have  thus  far  proved  to  be  more  or  less  an  empty  slogan 
or  a  flash  in  the  pan. 


While  both  the  growing  trade  deficit  with  Japan  and  the  trade  surplus  with 
the  United  States  constitute  a  grave  issue,  stepped-up  efforts  to  explore 
the  European  market  are  expected  to  serve  in  breaking  through  a  major 
obstacle  in  our  economic  advance  abroad. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  projected  trade  missions  will  make 
substantive  negotiations  to  seek  balanced  trade  with  each  of  the  European 
countries,  while  striving  to  win  the  transfer  of  advanced  technology 
from  Europe  into  Korea.

MONTHLY  TRADE  DEFICIT  WITH  JAPAN— Seoul,  15  May  KYODO  —  South  Korea 
posted  a  record  monthly  trade  deficit  with  Japan  of  570  million  dollars 
in  April,  South  Korea's  economic  planning  board  said  Thursday.  South 
Koreaa  exported  369  million  dollars  worth  of  goods  to  Japan  last  month 
and  imported  939  million  dollars,  producing  a  deficit  more  than  double 
that  of  same  month  last  year.  The  deficit  presumably  snowballed  due  to 
rising  import  cost  of  machineries  and  their  parts,  which  South  Korea  uses 
to  manufacture  export  goods,  caused  by  the  high  yen.  The  machinery 
imports  account  for  more  than  half  of  South  Korea's  total  imports  from 
Japan.  South  Korea's  January-April  deficit  with  Japan  rose  to  1.67  million 
dollars,  or  55  percent  of  last  year's  total  deficit  in  its  trade  with 
Japan.  Observers  here  said  the  tendency  to  shift  imports  from  Japan  to 
other  countries  may  grow  further  to  lessen  the  dependence  on  Japan.

Vigorous  efforts  are  being  made  at  the  Hwanghae  Iron  and  Steel  Complex  for 
making  metallurgical  equipment  chuche-based  and  modernized,  which  involves 
the  installing  of  a  large  oxygen  plant  and  the  expansion  of  furnaces, 
sintering  ovens  and  the  steel  shop. 

With  the  completion  of  remodelling  of  open  hearth  No  6,  the  fuel  consumption 
per  ton  of  steel  has  been  cut  20  percent  while  the  steel  output  jumped  two 
times .

Army  have  constructed  in  a  short  period  the  Hyangsan  and  Tongam  lock  gates, 
proud  monumental  structures  of  the  Workers1  Party  age. 

The  Hyangsan  lock  gate  is  the  first  of  its  kind  built  across  the  river 
Chongchon. 

The  lock  gate  has  a  number  of  sluices,  a  power  station  and  a  fish  route  and 
the  bridge  on  the  dam  extends  hundreds  of  metres. 

With  the  construction  of  the  lock  gate,  it  has  become  possible  to  harness 
the  river  Chongchon  to  protect  the  arable  land  in  its  basin  from  floods, 
solve  the  power  problem  in  the  Hyangsan  area  with  the  electricity  produced 
by  the  lock  gate  power  station  and  promote  the  conveniences  in  traffic,  and 
the  artificial  lake  will  change  the  local  scenery,  rendering  it  more  beauti¬ 
ful. 

The  Tongam  lock  gate  on  the  river  Taedong  has  been  constructed  in  accordance 
with  the  far-reaching  plan  of  the  great  leader  President  Kim  Il-song  to 
build  a  canal  linking  Nampo  and  Tokchon.  The  fifth  lock  gate  from  the  Nampo 
barrage  upstream,  it  is  an  all-embracing,  modern  one  with  locks  capable  of 
letting  pass  big  and  small  ships,  a  broad  road,  a  power  station,  etc. 

It  has  also  a  fish  route  and  moorages  and  the  sluice  gates  are  uniformly 
operated  at  the  control  tower. 

With  the  construction  of  the  Tongam  lock  gate,  it  has  become  possible  to 
meet  the  growing  demand  for  transportation  more  satisfactorily  by  carrying 
through  the  water  the  cement,  coal  and  so  forth  produced  in  the  Sunchon  area 
and  largely  increase  agricultural  production  by  storing  more  irrigation 
water.

[Text]  Pyongyang,  May  15  (KCNA) — MINJU  CHOSON  today,  commenting  on  the 
babbling  of  the  reactionary  rulers  of  Japan  that  Japan  should  maintain  her 
Middle  East  diplomacy  in  disregard  of  the  "anti-terror  statement"  adopted 
at  the  Tokyo  summit  of  Western  countries,  says  that  it  discloses  their 
carfty  nature  in  all  nakedness. 

Noting  that  the  Middle  East  countries  are  vehemently  denouncing  Nakasone 
as  a  faithful  accomplice  and  promoter  in  working  out  the  "anti-terror 
statement,"  the  author  of  the  commentary  says: 

Even  before  the  ink  of  their  signature  to  the  "anti-terror  statement"  was 
dry  the  reactionary  rulers  of  Japan  made  sheeps  eye  at  the  Middle  East 
countries,  prattling  that  the  Middle  East  diplomacy  should  be  "maintained" 
and  Japan's  "policy"  toward  the  Middle  East  has  not  changed.  How  brazen¬ 
faced  this  is! 

If  the  Middle  East  countries,  indignant  at  the  wicked  behavior  of  Nakasone 
prohibit  export  of  oil  to  Japan,  the  Japanese  economy  which  depends  upon 
this  region  for  75  percent  of  its  oil  import  will  go  bankrupt. 

Although  the  Japanese  reactionaries  are  behaving  as  if  they  would  maintain 
independence  in  politics,  there  can  be  no  change  in  their  policy  of 
kowtowing  to  the  U.S.  imperialists  as  their  subordinate  ally. 

The  peoples  of  Middle  East  countries  should  watch  every  move  of  theirs, 
maintaining  heightened  vigilance  against  the  crafty  tricks  of  Nakasone.
